Housework a Beauty 


' Aid 


""I do my own housework, there- 
lore I have no time to keep my- 
self pretty and youthful looking," 
Is a complaint by no means uncom- 
mon. 


Maivy women seem to take It for 


granted that housework necessarily 
makes one graceless arid coarsened. 
But I don't believe this to be true. 
I have seen too many women 
of 


beauty who 
not 
only 
performed 
regular household tusks, hut 
who 


actually enjoyed them 
and 
found 


that they lost no whit ot their per- 
sonal beauty. 


The secret of making housework 


a- beautlfler inf-'tead of an "ugllfier" 
lies chiefly, I believe, In one's own 
mental attitude. 
If you approach 


the work with distaste, permit your- 
self to frown, got 
into 
awkward, 


stooping positions, let your 
shoul- 
ders' droop and your whole 
body 


sag, of course It will show In 
un- 


lovely way*'. But, thla isn't necessary. 


If you approach the work with 


joy or Interest you will quite nat- 
urally 
assume 
an 
erect position, 


breathe deeply and keep a cheerful 
mien and unruffled brow while 
at 


work. 
This Is the 
first 
essential. 


Then you can learn how to do the 
various physical tasks In a graceful 
Instead of 
an 
awkward' position. 


That don't always come naturally. 


Methods of housework are some- 


times acquired by watching- more ex- 
perienced housekeepers 
who 
work 


according to their traditions — some- 
times wrong ones. 
Or • it may 
be 


necessary to purchase some o f the 
Brriall labor-saving devices that save 
you from stooping: or stretching 
in 


awkward positions. 


I know of one famous housekeeper 


who can cook a 
complete dinner 


while attired in an elaborate even- 
ing d.ress — and keep herself Immacu- 
late while she doea the work. 
Her 


every movement in graceful — and 
sometimes grace means efficiency as 
well. 


Sweeping the floor In a stooping, 


strained position isn't necessary and 
it Is 
ugly.

If 


she had written nothing else, and If 
she does not write those great things 
which seem promised for her, she 
will have made with "Can Grande's 
Castle" a definite and shining name 
in loiters. 


The book contains 
four 
poems, 


written in what she calls polyphonic 
prose, a medium that gives to her a 
rowor over sound and rhythms sim- 
iiar to that 
given the 
orchestra 


leader and which makes of 
her 


poems something akin to an opera, 
with its recurring 
and 
dominant 


themes, 
its 
leit-motifs, 
and 
Its 


dramatic and melodious moments. It 
is not strange that the reading Is 
easy and pleasant, and that the pic- 
tures are colorful and lasting. When 
poetry may move, naturally, into the 
raood nnd spirit of the moment, and 
without the visual shock of an alter- 
ed typographical arrangement some- 
thing is accomplished that speaks for 
this prose form of verse. 
The one 


who would tell a story by letting his 
fing-ers range the keys of a piano 
i:eed interpolate no edplanations for 
the sympathetic listener. It Is in such 
a, way that Miss Lowell plays on the 
various instruments in her readers' 
minds, a manner that makes the oc- 
casional 
quotation 
inadequate for 


illustration. 
The Impression of the 


great opera is not one song. 


Of this polyphonic 
prose, 
Miss 


Lowell says: 


"The poems are written In 'poly- 


phonic prose.' a 
form 
which has 


proved a stumbling block to many 
people. 'Polyphonic prose' is perhaps 
a misleading title, as It 
tends to 


make the layman think that this is 
B. prose form. Nothing could be far- 
ther from 
tho 
truth. 
The word 


'prose' In its title simply refers to the 
manner in which the 
words are 


printed; 'poly phonic'—many voiced 
—giving tho real key. Metrical verse 
has one set of laws, cadenced verso 
another; 'polyphonic proso' can go 
from one to the other in the same 
poem with no sense of Incongruity.

Putting aside ono rhythm 


of English prosody after another, I 
finally decided to base my 
form 


upon, tho long, flowing cadence of 
oratorical prose." 


In the verse-stories told by tho 


poet there is a general theme, the 
early bringing together of nations 
now allies "In'the world war. "Sea- 
Blue and Red Blood" tells the story 
of Lord Nelson and Lady Hamilton, 
of England and Naples. There is one 
of Perry's gate-opening trip to Japan 
with effective contrasts, In word and 
meter, of the Occident and Orient. 
"Hedge Island" Is English. 


In "The 
Bronze 
Horses," 
Jllpa 


Lowell has written one of tho most 
dramatic of poems, 
kaleidoscopic 


pictures of events In Rome, Constan- 
tinople and Venice, under the shadow 
of tho great bronzo horses, which 
were moved from pedestal to pedes- 
tal by warring men. There are bits 
of many centuries here, concluding 
with the decision of Italy that blood 
is thicker than Ink, and with tho 
casting of her lot with the Allies

Events 
pressed too rapidly on one another 
to permit of much analysis, things 
happened too close at hand to al- 
low for any perspective or any in- 
terpretation In the terms of effects 
on human character. 


Later came, the, accounts of events 


which will stand as national history- 
indictments 
of a 
nation 
by 
the 


whole civilized world. In this group 
may bo placed the thrilling accounts 
of his German experience.'; by Am- 
bassador Gerrard, his Belgian ex- 
periences which Brand Whitloek has 
given to the world in never-to-be- 
forgotten 
form 
and the GalHpoll 


story by Masefleld, which stands as 
one of the very best bits of war his- 
tory which this or any generation 
shall read. 


Of later date are tho books which 


give us the HCu of the people behind 
tho lines, the dally narratives which ' 
deal with men and women and chil- 
dren whose very life's foundation 
has been shaken and torn from un- 
der them. 
These events, simple in 


themselves, are illustrative of the un- 
conquerable soul of nalion.s of tha 
imperishable will of a people, of the 
never falling well springy ot human 
nature, which continue to flow 
In 


the f;vce of destruction itself. 


Such a book ,i« Dorothy Canfield's 


"Home Fires In France," which has 
recently been published. 
The vol- 


ume Is a collection of those inimit- 


able sketches which have been ap- 
pearing from time to time in maga- ' 
nine form during the last year, and 
are intended to give Americans n 
little clearer Insight into the char- 
acters and lives of the French who 
are our allies. 


Dorothy Cajifleld, whose husband 


IK at the front, went with him to 
France a year before America en- 
tered the war. 
She worked among 


the blind survivors of the conflict. 
During the 
convalescence, of her, 


young daughter, when Dorothy Can- 
field was away for the moment from11 
her work, she wrote these wonder- 
ful stories, which embody Incidents 
true to life, the experiences of her 
French 
soldier 
friends and their 


f ami! let'. 


The author lias not confined her 


narrative exclusively to the experi- 
ences 
and 
personalities 
of 
the 


French. 
She has Included in her 


writing some of the bits of Ameri- 
can personality and character which 
she encountered during her work 
in France, and those bits make quite 
as satisfactory a part of her story 
as do the French wet Ions. 


The talcs included in the book are 


an inspiration. Thoy make one thrill 
with wonder of such natures as there 
depicted, and they give one. an added 
satisfaction, however, secretly It may 
be cherished, In being ono ot such 
an army of soldiers, civil as well as 
militant. 


To single out any one section of 


the book for comment is an Impos- 
sible task. 
It offers the same dif- 


ficulty that selection of ono part of 
uny seemingly flawless work offers. 


Read "Homo Fires In France." 


That Is the 
feeling 
verbally ex- 


pressed which one has after closing 
Its last page. 
The book stands out 


as one of the finest bits of true fic- 
tion (if we may use the tnrm) which 
has come out of the con fusion and 
chaos of war.

Unpretentious in sly.e and appear- 
ance, containing

pages, it nevertheless is packed full 
of good, sensible, and at the same 
time entertaining, reading. 
The 


gist of it Is that a purse-proud, self- 
centored, 
Am'ej-ican 
businessman 


found himself full of a perpetual 
grouch. 
He was realizing the truth 


of that strong- couplet of Joaquln 
Miller's: 
"That man who lives for self alone 
Lives 
for 
the 
meanest 
mortal 


known." 


In his unrest he went 
to 
the 


library and asked for a "thin vol- 
ume." 
The sensible girl at the desk 


diagnosed 
his 
case perfectly and 


gave him an almost forgotten book,

thought of a few generations ago, 
and that is really a classic In Eng- 
lish literature, viz.: Sterne's "Senti- 
mental Journey." 


This frank, jolly, persona!, heart- 


searching story seemed to touch the 
grouch's heartstrings 1" a wonder- 
ful fashion, and each chapter of the 
book is based upon incidents illus- 
trative of his progress to a genuine 
awakening taken from the book it- 
self. 


For instance, we have a chapter 


on the "Small Sweet Courtesies of 
Life." 
The grouch sees wherein he 


has failed in these. 
He mends his 


ways to the delight, joy, happiness 
and comfort of his stenographer., his 
other office associates, and 
finally 


his help. .Then he "tumbles" to the 
hideousness of business when con- 
ducted on the "tooth 
and 
claw" 


method, and introducing true prin- 
ciples therein is surprised 
to find 


how much better it works all around. 
Next he becomes infected by the 
subtle Influences for good that touch 
him here and there, and, yielding to 
them, brings joy to the heart of a 
bereaved father and mother whose 
son has been 
killed "over there" 


while flying for freedom and democ- 
racy. 


And so on throughout the charming 


charming- volume. It is a book that 
every Rotarian should possess, for 
it bears the earmark of that fine 
business organization, and every true 
man and woman and those who long 
to be true will read it with profit 
and helpfulness.

H. De Vere Stacpoole has called 


his latest novel "The Ghost Girl," 
but there are a number of appella- 
tions that would be 
UK consistent, 


for 
instance, 
"Suggestion 
of 
Old 


Lavender," or "The PaEt Made to 
Live Again." Of course, these sug- 
gestions have not the power to in- 
trigue that is one merit of that se- 
lected, but they do make some sort 
of 'effort 
to . describe the effect of 


Stacpoole's tale on the reader. 


After a brief sort of Introduction 


laid In Ireland, the story' transfers 
Itself to Charleston, South Carolina, 
and it is In his descriptions of per- 
sons and of surroundings that the - 
author shows a new side to his 
versatility and delights the reader 
by the charm vfith which he adorns 
or rather envelops a tale that has as 
Its motif the passage- through 
a 


brief period of a strange girl who 
emerges from girlhood Into woman- 
hood In a moment. Of course, there 
is a man—two of them—but both 
of them, and possibly the girl, could 
have been eliminated and yet the 
author would have created some- 
thing worth while if considered only 
as a sort of essay on the life of the 
South as it used to be and as It is 
lived even today by some. 


Phylice Berknowles has grown up 


on the estate of her father in Ire- 
land 
wthout 
much 
care 
from 


womankind. 
Her 
mother Is dead 


and 
her 
father 
spends his 
time 


hunting and otherwise loading the 
life of an Irishman of wealth and 
position. When she is 15 years old 
her father goes to America, from 
which country her mother had come, 
and he dies there. Soon there comes 
a letter and shortly 
thereafter a 


distant relative from America, who 
brings her father's will appointing 
him her guardian and directing that 
she return to America with him. 


There is a description of life in 


Ireland that is entertaining and en- 
lightening as to the manner of child 
Phylice has become, and how. Rich- 
ard PInckney, the man who comes to 
he her guardian, is only a few years 
her senior, and so soon as he ap- 
pears she senses that she has seen 
him 
or someonCi resembling him 


somewhere. 
There is an intangi- 


bility about her sensation that baf- 
fles and annoys her. 
She quarrtls 


with her guardian and he leaves her 
in a huff. 
Later, however, she de- 


cides to go to America, and the sec- 
ond story begins after she arrives 
there. 


Phylice is welcomed by Plnck-

Witter Bynner, the 
young poet, 


who recently accepted a place on the 
faculty of the University of Califor- 
nia, has written a self-revealing arti- 
cle of his initiation into poesy for the 
Chicago Dally News. 
The article, 


penned Immediately before his de-\ 
parture from the east for Berkeley, 
may serve as a sort of personal In- 
troduulion tor Bynner to his new 
field. 
It follows: 


"If it is self-revelation you ask. I 


suppose first of all! must confess my 
original aversion to poetry and the 
apparently accidental manner of my 
Initiation to It. 
In 1S97, there was 


no such kind attitude toward poets 
as has slowly come about since then; 
and, 
as editor of a high school paper 


in Brookllne, Mass., 
I shared 
tin; 


general prejudic^. 
We had 
jfioeia 


writing for tho Sagamore, but only 
as the professional magazines had 
poets writing for them. We younger 
editors and our business managers 
were tempted, like our elders, to [>ut 
out the poets; tint we had a k i n d of 
superstitious tradition about 
thorn 


and let them stay'fiddling, much as 
the housewife annoyedly 
lets tho 


cricket fiddle on the hearth. 
Then 


one month there was no vor.sc in the 
till. 
The pbscure little strays who 


usually contributed verse were more 
than usually shy. None of the oilier 
editors jvould make the sacrifice. 
It

was up to the editor-ln-chlef. So I 
wrote a. poom on Peace. 
Rereading 


it, I don't wonder I xvas ashamed to 
be writing-,.poetry, though at the time 
I thought that, as poerns went, It was 
a pretty good one. 
At any rate, it 


had no effect whatever, on anybody 
but me. The'virus had entered. I 
continued X'erso writing. 
With 
a 


eenso of humiliation at joining tho 
poets, npne tho less I went on till thn 
time came when hahlt had conquer- 
ed prejudice. 
I rejected 
prose. I 


accepted verse—as under the tropic 
pressure of a Cuban summer I once 
found myself going without fish and 
meat and living on mameo-apple and 
pigna frln. Little by little, at college 
I ceased as a story writer, though I 
hung my head a bit by signing my 
verse in the Harvard Advocate, not 
Hal Bynner, but W. Bynner. It so 
happened that "Wallace Stevens, then 
editor of tho Advocate, signing hlH 
delicate lyrics "W. Stevens, tyranni- 
cally objected to another W. In tho 
Index and Imposed on me my middle 
name In full; so that not only my 
profession, but tho name I IIKO in it 
came to me through 
editorial ex- 


igencies. 


"The layman little dreams of the 


patience of love's labor which goes 
into a poet's work. No eight houra 
for u«. We couldn't stop with eight 
1C we wanted to. 
Tho pity of it is 


that wo often seem Idle when cn- 
grossedly busy and are therefore In- 
terrupted. 
You rnusn't 
expect a 


wireless apparatus to go round like 
a windmill. But many of you do ex- 
pect It—especially you tired business 
men! That's why, like my "official 
enemy," Amy Lowell, I have had to 
resort to night writing. Many's the 
night I have to put in my eight hours 
without stirring from my scat, with- 
out a bite ot bread or sip of water, 
holding in my lips for long Intervals 
an unlighted and forgotten cigarette 
and in my mind tho teasing differ- 
ences between half a dozen words 
differences that seem trifling and yet 
seem tremendous. 


"Much has been said in the press 


of the 'Spectric hoax/ It has even 
been charged by Arthur .1. Eddy and 
others that Spectra, which Arthur 
Daviaon Flckc and I advanced under 
the pseudonyms Anne Knlsh and 
Emanuel Morgan, was a Freudian 
case of 'self-revelation.' That may 
bo true. All we intended in our de- 
celt \vas a puncturing of the pre- 
tense and pedagogic bombast with 
which certain of the 
'new poets' 


havo prescribed and circumscribed 
work of theirs, some of which has 
been good In itself. And I acknowl- 
edge that In the. freedom of disguise 
Flcko and I found a lyric enjoyment.

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CALIFORNIA LITERATURE AND ITS MAKERS 


(Continuation) 


St, Anthony Is generally supposed 


to have been tlje first man of any 
prominence 
to live the 
monastic 


Hfe, and though he personally for- 
mulated no rules he la commonly 
regardad. as the first practitioner of 
those austerities which have so hal- 
io.ved hla memory in the Catholic 
church. 
H,e was born about the 


year 251 A.. D., at Koma, near Her- 
aklea, in, Upper Egypt, and died 356 
A. D. There are few who will read 
those words who are not familiar 
with 
the 
striking 
picture 
"The 


Ternptatlon of .St. Anthony," where 
the devil assumes a variety of vol-, 
ujUiious ferriage forms In the 
en- 


deavor to lead him from his vows 
of chastity and purity. 
, 


Anthony's first disciple, Pachom- 


ius, lived to find himself Iho super- ' 
lor of 7000 monks and the princi- 
ples enunciated by his predecessor 
finrerid (50 rapidly that before long 
there were fifty monasteries in ex- 
istence and the 
civil 
government 


judged u expedient to place restric- 
tions on their excessive multiplica- 
tion. 
It is generally accepted that 


those monastic orders and the life 
the monks led made an especial ap- 
peal to the mystic minds of the 
dwellers In the east and aided ma- 
terially In the spread of Christian- 
Ity. 


It was, however, in the sixth cen- 


lury that inonasticlsm assumed Its 
permanent and definite form, which, 
in the main. Inheres to it to this 
day, as the result of the Influence o£ 
St. Benedict, the 
founder of the 


Oi-der of Benedictine*). 
Benedict 


was born at Nursla, in TJmbrla, Italy, 
480 A. D. 
"When but 14 years of 


ape he left home and lived for three 
years In a cavern, now Known as his 
holy grotto. 
Then ho waa appoint- 


ed abbott of a. neighboring monas- 
tery, but soon left !t, as the morals 
of the half-wild monks were not 
savere enough to meet his concep- 
tions of a religious life. 


In the year 515, his fame having 


spread until It reached even to the 
heathen nations, he formulated his 
rules, in which ho aimed, among 
olher things, at repressing tho Ir- 
regular and licentious llfo of 
the 


/wandering: monks by 
Introducing 


stricter discipline and order. These 
rules are tfie basis of all of tho 
regulations now generally observed 
by 'the 
religious orders. In 
the 


main, 
the 
monasteries which he 


founded may be regarded aa re- 
ligious colleges, intended to develop 
a high spiritual character, which 
might 
beneficially 
Influence 
the 


world. Ho died March 21, 543 A. D. 


The next great movement towards 


monasticlsm was that Inaugurated 
by St. Francis pf Assts|, Italy, born 
there In 11S2, and who UfeA merely 
for the short space of forty-four 
years. The story of hla ,llfe Is, fas- 
cinating as a. romance even to those 
who are the most determlnately op- 
posed to all monastlcism. His father 
was a wealthy trader, and John, as 
the son wag baptized, a4 a youth, 
was known for his gaiety and os- 
tentatious prodigality. 
Even then, 


however, ho was blessed by many 
for his generosity to the poor. En- 
E>.'Elng in the 
civic feuds o£ tho 


time, ho was captured and Imprjs- 


one at Perugia for a year. 
Hera ' 


his attention 
was turned towards 


God and living a 
holy life. 
Al- 


though he again engaged in mili- 
tary pursuits, a second Illness /at 
Spoleto decided his career for life.* 
He now resolved to fulfill literally 
the counsels of the gospel, and ha 
especially devoted himself to pov- 
erty, which, !n the mystic language 
thenceforth 
familiar to him, 
he 


designated as "his bride." Under an 
impulse which he received while 
listening to a sermon, he took a vow • 
never to refuse alms to a fteggar. 
He made a pilgrimage to the tomb 
of St. Peter at Home and there of- 
fered to God all that he possessed 
on earth. 
On his return to Asslsl 


ho exchanged Ms clothes with a 
poor mendicant; and, disregarding 
all remonstrance and ridicule, he 
ever afterwards continued to wear 
the meanest attire. 
Ho gave to a 


priest who was rebuilding a ruined 
church the price of his horse, which 
he sold for the purpose-, and even 
sought to appropriate to the same 
use tho moneys of his father, which, 
however, the priest refused to ac- 
cept. To avoid his father's anger 
he took refuge In a cave, In which 
he. spent a month In solitary prayer 
and from which he returned more 
than, ever confirmed in his enthusi- 
asm. 
Hla father, 
having in vain 


confined him In a dark room of his 
own house, cited him before the 
magistrates, and, on Fps declining 
all 
civil 
Jurisdiction 
In 
such 
a 


case, before the bishop, In order to 
compel him to renounce his inherit- 
ance. 
F. abandoned all, even to 


the very clothes he wore, and then 
declared that "till now he had been 
the son of Bernardinl, 
but that 


henceforth he had but one Father, 
Him that Is in heaven.' 
Thence- 


forth no humiliation was too low 
for F.; 
he begged at 
the 
gates 


of monasteries; he discharged the 
most menlaL offices; he 'served the 
lepers In the hospital at Gubblo in 
their most revolting necessities and 
with the most tender assiduity. He 
worked with hla own hands at the 
building of the church of St. Damlan, 
and as the last act of self-spoliation, 
and the' final acceptance of the gift 
of poverty, ho threw aside his wal- 
let, his staff, and his shoes, and 
arrayed himself In a single bro.wn 
tunic, of coarse woolen cloth, girt 
with a hempen cord. This was in 
his twenty-sixth year, in 1208. His 
enthusiasm by degrees esclted emu- 
lation; Two of his fellow-townsmen, 
Bernard QulntavaHe and Peter Cat- 
tano, were his ftrts associates. They 
•were followed, although slowly, by 
others: and It was not till 1210 that, 
his brotherhood 
having now 
In- 


creased to eleven In number, he 
drew up for them a rule, selected in 
the true spirit of religious > enthusi- 
asm, by thrice opening at random 
tho gospels upon the altar, and 
having taken the passages thus In- 
dicated as the basis of the young 
Institute. 


Before we proceed, however, to a 


recital of tho historic events lead- 
Ing up to tho work of the Fran- 
ciscans in California, I desire' to give 
a. few paragraphs to others of the 
monastic orders and the chief prln- 
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that control them. 


In the middle of the twelfth cen- 


tury an abbey of tho Cistercian or- 
der (which order takes Its name 
from the parent monastery founded 
at 
Clteaux, Latin, Claterclum, In 


France in 1098) was founded at La 
Trappe, France. 
For centuries its 


members lived as other monks lived, 
their rules very much relaxed even 
if they had not sung Into open li- 
centiousness and profligacy. 
In the 


first half of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, however, this monastery fell 
Into the hands of a remarkable man, 
Armand 
Jean 
do 
Bouthclier 
de 


Ranee, who at once set to wc-rk to 
reform it, on the principles of per- 
petual prayer and 
self-abnegation. 


The following tells of the rigidity of 
their lives: 


"By tho TraPPist rule, the monks 


rare obliged to rise at 2 o'clock a. m. 
for matins In the church, which lasts 
till half past 3: and, after an Inter- 
val occupied, in private devotion, 
they go at half past 5 to the office 
of prime, which Is followed by a 


lecture. 
At 7 they engago in their 


several daily tasks, indoors or out, 
according to tho weather. 
Art. half 


after 9 they returned to tho choir, 
for the successive offices of terce, 
sext, and none, at the close of which 
they 
dine 
on vegetables dressed 


without butter or oil, and a little 
fruit. JThis meal Is succeeded .by"1 


manual labor for two hours, after 
which each monk occupies an hour 
In private prayer or reading In his 
own cell until 4 o'clock, when they 
again assemble 
In the choir for 


vespers. 
The 
supper 
consists of 


bread and water and, after a short 
Interval of repose, Is followed by a 
lecture. 
At 6 o'clock they recite 


complin In choir, and at the end 
spend half an hour In meditation, 
retiring to rest' at S o'clock. The 
bed is a hard straw mattress, with 
a coarse coverlet; and the Trappist 
nevor lays aside his habit, even in 
case of sickness, unless It prove ex- 
treme. 
Perpetual 
silence 
Is pre- 


scribed, unless In cases of necessity. 
The minor practices and observances 


are devised so as to remind the 
monk at every turn of the shortness 
of life and the rigour of judgment; 
and tho last scene of lifo Is made 
signal In Its austerity by tho dying 
man being laid during his death- 
agony upon a few handfuls of straw* 
that he may, as it wore, lay aside 
upon tho very brink of tho gravo 
even the last fragment of earthly 
comfort to which tho necessities of 
naturo had till then compelled htm 
to cling."

THE JESUITS.

souls; the latter being lay.brothers,

perform all the 
minor and 


menial work of the society; 3— 
scholastics, 
who, 
having 
pa*ftd 


through the novitiate, are engaged 
for a long series of years, eithar in 
pursuing their own studies or In 
leaching (n the various schools of 
the order; 4—Novices, who aftar a 
brt&f testing period, are engaged for 
two 
years exclusively 
in spiritual 


exercises. 
progress. 
meditation, 


ascetic reading, or ascetic practices, 
apd generally In a 
course of dis- 


ciplinary training. 


Another Important order- Is that 


of tho Dominicans, founded in 1315

. Needs of American 


Industrial Art 


F.rom Richard F. Bach, associate 


In Industrial arts in the Metropolitan 
-Museum of Arts, New York, I have 
the following note, reiterating what 
has often been discussed 
in these 


columns upon the subject of the de- 
velopment of the industrial arts of 
America in this, the hour of her 
golden opportunity: 


"I am sending herewith a brief 


note which might be of value for 
your editorial page. 
This material 


is sent you' for the purpose of mak- 
ing clear certain fundamental needs 
In American industrial art. As you 
undoubtedly know, it Is a current 
statement that In fhe industrial arts 
field 'there are no schools in Amer- 
ica.' 
At the same time it Is well to 


bear In mind that industrial arta In 
America are represented commer- 
cially by annual purchases totaling 


• $500,000,000. 
Yot, 
-what 
is being 


done to teach designers and crafts- 
men 
to 
produce 
the objects for 


which such an enormous amount is 
annually expended, and again, .what 
must be the deleterious effect of 
our home environment \vhen objects 
of mediocre design In such an enor- 
mous quantity are 
annually pur- 


chased 
by 
our 
citizens? 
Objects 


that surround us in our homes have 
an unbroken psychologic effect and 
a poor environment is bound to bear 
rruit 
jn 
tho 
encouragement of 
a 


lower ordar of mentality among our 
people. i am convinced 
that tho 


newspapers of America can do much 
to improve the standard of \merl- 
ean taste 
if only 
they- will bring 


homo to tho people tho fact of the 
existence .ind the nature of the col- 
lections of our great museums, if 
'only they will bring home to manu- 
facturers and distributors, as Well 
as to tho public generally tho value 
of art as a plain cash asset. 
If 


manufacturers will realize that good 
design means money to them and if 


' the press can bring homo this proof 


to them they will certainly feel that 
a great service has been done them. 
Will you not help in this direction?

thought.

torial or they could be remodeled or 
possibly even illustrated by objects

Here Is his discussion: 
"Educational forces ure of many 


kinds. 
Cla-ssroom teaching is but 


one phase of an enormous network 
of possibilities.

Alfred Hertz's plans for the sym- 


phony series are as far from satis- 
factory as those of his fellow musi- 
cians throughout the country. Not 
only was It Impossible for him to 
give the October 25 and 27 concerts 
planned, because 
of the 
Influenza 


Quarantine on entertainments, but 
the Influenza has so seriously Inter- 
fered with his organization that the 
continuance of rehearsals has been 
equally out of tho question. 


Herein the San Francisco Sym- 


phony Orchestra has suffered a re- 
verse that smaller musical organiza- 
tions and Individual musicians have 
not had to face. The soloist or even 
the trio and quartet may rehearse to 
their hearts' content without trans- 
gressing the ban upon gatherings. 
When an orchestra of standard size 
convenes, however, the event Is, to. 
all intents and purposes, a public 
assemblage. Hertz'has not cared to 
brook official frowns, even if the ill- 
ness of several of his musicians had 
_ 


not considerably reduced the size of 
his possible ensemble. 


He plans to get things under way 


again at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 
It Is expected that Tschai- 


kowsky's 
Fifth 
Symphony, 
an- 


nounced 
for the original opening 


dates, will be kept in hand. 
The 


orchestra 
had 
rather 
thoroughly 


mastered the composition before the 
quarantine Intervened. 


Under

prevailing conditions 


good business demanded a further 
disarrangement of the affairs of tho 
orchestra, and the contracts of its 
members have been canceled.

bunches stretched on the tray to dry. 


Then there are tha Muscats, which 


are cut off about IS Inches above the 
ground that sends out new shoots every 
year about twenty or thirty feet long. 


The farmers must sulphur the vines 


two or three times before picking for 
the vines might bo ruined. 


Ths farmers have a sulphur machine 


which buckles around their waists and 
there is a lever that goes up and down 
and the sulphur comes out a little pipe. 


After the grapes are dried they are 


put In a sweat box and some raisin men 
buy them.

In places

It -f's wel) to test the soil with litmus 
pacer to see if It ia sour. A few cents' 
worth of litmus-paper may be purchased 
at' fa. drug store. 
It usually comes in 


two colors, pink and blue.

of soil freshly taken Is tested by plac- 
ing a. piece of the 
paper of each color 


In it. Cot'er the paper with some soil 
and press It until the molsturo affects 
the paper. Be careful to avoid, touching 
the paper wit'i the fingers except at

'indicates sourness or the presence of 
acid In tha soil.

''of lime. Teat a. sample of the soil'with 


diluted hydrochloric acid

If it does, there Is plenty or 


lime present. Nearly all soils will need 
liming. This may he done In the winter 
time or just after the spring plowing. 
Lime is very beneficial to most garden 
soils In a number of ways. (1) It aids 
in the decay of vegetable matter -which 
has been plowed In. (2)U helps liberate 
plant-food in the soils, BO that growing 
crops may uao It. (3) It hastens the 
growth of bacteria In the soil. (4) Heavy 
clay soils are made more 
open 
and 


porous and are much better suited to 
garden work. (5) Llpht sandy soils are 
made more compact and hold moisture 
better. 
(6) The sourness of the soil is 


destroyed by the action of the lime upon 
the acids present. (7) Lime Is a direct 
plant food for members of the clover 
family, such as alfalfa, true 
clovers, 


peas, beans and others. 
There are, a 


few garden crops on which the action 
of lime Is not beneficial. 
Too much 


lime in the soil 1* found to injure pota- 
toes, beets and a few other root crops. 
This glvea one reason why the crops 
in the 
garden should 
be somewhat 


classified and placed in definite'sections 
of the garden, rather than having the 
several kinds of crops all found In all 
parts of the garden.

<reen feed. Plant kale i'or poultry feed. 
Feed all trimmings from vegetables to 
chickens.

sistent layers.

The 
men who are 
building these 


woqden bottom hero Joy In their work, 
not only because theirs is a labor of 
patriotism and they share in the ulti- 
mate defeat of the Germans, but be- 
cnuBe also of memories of other days 
when such vessels were supreme upon 
tho. seven seas. 


They look across the harbor ro the 


yards of tho Los Angeles Shipbuilding 
and Drydock Company, where vessels 
of stocl are being built, and think of the 
yarda iit San Dlcgo. Cal., where con- 
crete- ships are in course of construc- 
tion, and still are filled with a little ela- 
tion that the vessels of wood—rha ships 
of romance they call them—still 
find 


their places in the needs of tha world. 
"These wooden-ships link the past and 
present." say the officials. 


The 
Fulton 
Shipbuilding 
Company 


was a. well-established concern when the 
great need for ships ue.came manifest, 
and it promptly put aside all other work 
to talie up thnt of the government. 
It 


was July 23, 1317, that it began prepar- 
ations to Jay the keel of fha first ship 
for which a contract was awarded. 


The first ship was the Yehama. AM 


with most other vessels built for the 
government In the southwest, ttie names 
given those at thla yard, also, ar« of 
Indian origin.

DESTROYING BOLSHEVISM. 


- Mr. Andre Cheradame, French statesman and 
publicist, writing in Asia magazine for October, 
says it is possible to differentiate three elements 
in Maximalism, now turned into Russian Bolshev- 
ism. 
These ho describes as follows: 


"1. The Bolshevism of the Intellectuals, as 


represented by fanatical doctrinaires, the greater 
number of whom have appeared on the scene since 
the revolution, coming from alien countries, some 
of them, like Lenine, with the backing of the .Ger- 
man authorities, and totally ignorant of Russian 
affairs. 


"2, Popular Bolshevism, adopted by the sol- 


diers and peasants, which recalls" tho many in- 
stances of rebellion and peasant uprising so'long 
a bloody stain on Russian history. These peasants 
and soldiers are ever ready to take advantage of 
circumstances to stop working and plunder the 
estates. The unheard-of excesses which they have 
lately committed at the incitement of the doc- 
trinaire Bolsheviki have so completely disorgan- 
ized or destined the army, industry) commerce 
and agriculture, that nothing is left intact of all 
that constituted the strength and resources of 
the country. 


"3. The Bolshevism of the Profiteers, repre- 


sented b^v sordid individuals who endeavor to ex- 
ploit the revolution, and immediately to withdraw 
therefrom the greatest possible personal benefits." 


This general exemplification, and especially 


the facts upon which it is based, continues Mr. 
Oheradame, prove that Bolshevism cannot even 
bo taken into consideration as a social theory. 
Like the hurricane, it is but an agent of destruc- 
tion. It has succeeded in destroying the economic 
and financial forces of Russia, which were the 
result of many centuries of upbuilding. It has 
brought misery and famine upon the industrial 
and peasant classes who were lured by the 
promise of social reforms not a single one of 
which have they seen fulfilled. Bolshevism has 
established in Russia an anarcho-communistic 
regime of absolutism, whose watchword, "Take 
all you can get," has destroyed the work of gen- 
erations. Certainly many decades must pass be- 
fore the crumbled edifice can be re-erected. 


News despatches daily tell how this rtgent of 


destruction, temporarily assuming governmental 


j powers, expresses itself. The license it invokes 
| and the misery it causes are the daily record of 


j the present. And there is no telling when the 
end will come. America's part in saving Russia 
is so slow that to the impatient it seems to be not 
moving at all. And it seems only yesterday that 
pro-Germans in the United States were bold 
enough to iirge recognition of the Bolsheviki 
regime as a do facto government.

% 
"When in the course of humarl 'events it becomes necessary for one peoplo to dissolve the 


political bands tchich have connected them ivilh another, and to assume among the poteen of 
the earth, tha separate and equal station to which the laivs of nature's God entitle them, a de- 
cent respect to the opinion* of mankind requires that they should declare the causes tvhich 
impel them to the separation. We hold these truths to be self-evident; that all men are created 
equal; that they are endoiced by their Creator u-ith certain inalienable rights, that among 
thesis aro life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness; that, to secure these rights governments 
are instituted among men, deriving their just powers from the content of the governed; that, 
whenever any form of government becomes destructive of these ends it is the right of the 
people to alter or abolish It, and to institute a neio government, laying its foundation on such 
^principles, and organizing lU pincers in such form as to them shall seem most likely to 
affect 


their safety and happiness." 


California was not a part of these United States when the great Declaration of Independence 


wag drawn up and signed by the fathers of our country, but California has grown and pros- 
pered on these eamo principles since ehe has been accepted as one of the Union. There was no 
thought in the minda of the signers of the Declaration that states within the Union would not 
be friendly and generous toward one another as members of one big family; yet California, one 
of the youngest of tho states, containa organizations which are antagonistic to other states and 
which keep our Golden State from progressing faster than it has. 


There is one deplorable condition in our state and that is the dental situation. 
I am in a 


position to know it thoroughly, as I have been a practicing dentist in California for twenty-two 
years. The ethical dental trust controls the dental situation to protect its individual members, 
regardless of ^the suffering of- the masses. I know that eighty-five per cent of the peoplo go 
without dentistry because they cannot afford to pay the exorbitant prices.tile dental trust asks. 
These same people come_ to me and arc surprised at my prices and wonder how I can do 
good dentistry at such low'prices, but I make money at these prices, too. 
So could the trust 


dentist if ho would drop his "trappings" which "do not denote him truly" and bo a business 
man. While I had-no hand in originating amendment No. 21, yet I know every phase of it 
would be an everlasting benefit to the people of California if they have the good sense to vote 
for it. The opponents of this measure are resorting to falsehoods to defeat it. No matter what 
others may say, hero are the incontrovertible facts about No. 21, the dental bill: There is noth- 
'ing in this amendment that any Impartial professional or layman sheuld object to. Yet the dental 
trust does object to it. Onr eastern dental colleges are not devoting their time to tho turning 
out of inefficient dentists to flood the State of California. 
The old-time eastern dental col- 


leges have tho crcarn of the dental authorities of America as instructors, lecturers and general 
curriculum. 
There isn't a dentist in California who has contributed a single sentence to any 


dental text book published anywhere in the world. 
If lawyers, doctors and other professional 


men and tradesmen, upon showing credentials can come to this state and resume tholr prac- 
tice without an examination, why should a dentist be made the exception? 
The provision in 


this amendment that a third adult person should be present when an anaesthetic Is given 
doesn't mean that the dentist has to hire a nurse. 
The father, mother or any other relative 


of the patient will serve the purpose. 
There is a moral side to tins question that takes pre- 


cedent over other factors. 


Another provision which allows a dentist to advertise is objected to by the trust. You see 


advertising exposes the trust graft. 
It allows me to tell you where I ai'n located, my name 


and my low prices. It also permits me to tell you the cost of materials and why I can 
charge low prices, thus making it plain to you that the trust dentist is charging exorbitant 
prices. Naturally he wants to close my mouth. 


I believe in the Declaration of Independence, in the right of everyone to livo and let live? 


I have made a thorough investigation of the dental situalion in this state and I know tho trust 
dental society wields an autocratic power entirely "out of joint" with present-day ideas and 
directly opposed Jo the Declaration of Independence. 
The people of California'have been 


called on before to settle the fate of a dangerous trust and it is safe to predict that they now 
will vote for the shedding of light on this ethical dental trust combine. 


If nil tho people of California had perfectly sanitary mouths and good teeth very few would 


succnmb^to the Influenza. The reason so many go without attention to their teeth is the 
prohibitive prices asked by the ethical trust dentists. Are we Californians going to abrogate 
our rights contained in the Declaration of Independence? 
I believe not. You people of 


California have an opportunity on November 5th to free yourselves from tliia. junker thrnll- 
dom and make it possible for all to share in tho privileges that only the rich no^v seem to 
be able to enjoy as far as dentistry is concerned. 
You will help to lower dental prices and 


raise the standard of dental service by voting an unconditional

COURT HELD IN PUBLIC SQUARE 
TO AVOID SPREADING INFLUENZA 


1 


AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.— 
The Sjlvan 
court estab- 


lished in Portsmouth square 
by Police Judge 
Sullivan 


furnishes a longer story 
than it originally appeared 
to be worth. It was highly 
interesting to all who sup- 
posed it to be an impromptu 
proceeding, one of the many 


results of the, epidemic's foray. But now it appears 
that the whole proceeding was carefully calcu- 
lated. Even the best locality to stage it was 
selected by an expert in outdoor theatrics. And the 
Pa the and other film specialists were there with 
their cameras. The first prisoner up for trial wag 
one who had been arrested for spitting. He was 
haled before the stern judge and asked if he had 
expectorated in a forbidden place. .Ha couldn't 
remember. Spitting is not such an unusual act 
that it can always be remembered. The culprit 
was then not only sentenced to three months in 
jail, but made to undergo the further punishmovt 
of listening to the magistrate for some minutes, ns 
he held forth on the heiuousuess of spitting. Other 
sentences were imposed upon other prisoners in a 
manner that showed up in a most judicial way in 
-the films, however it may have registered in the 
purview of the goddess who holds the scales of 
justice. The scene was ostensibly arranged as a 
precaution against the "flu." It was understood 
to be dangerous to dispense justice Indoors, where 
germs are always floating around. But an inter- 
esting sequel is that Judge Sullivan was the first 
of those who took part in the Sylvan proceedings 
to come down with it. The next day he developed 
nil the symptoms and took to his bed. A sardonic 
person who came upon the court scene while it 
was in full blast inquired what was doing on 
Portsmouth square. When informed that Judge 
Sullivan was holding court there he expressed 
surprise, observing that that was the first time 
that he ever knew the judge's court to be on the 
square—and he went away before any one could 
demand an explanation as to just what he meant.

Hadley's Opera 


Henry Hadley has many friends in San Fran- 


cisco, gained during his four years' residence here 
as the head of the San Francisco Musical Associa- 
tion and conductor of the symphonies. They are 
interested in the success of his one-act opera, 
"Bianca," which was accorded its premiere in New 
York on the 19th ult. A year ago the compo- 
sition was awarded the -?1000 prize offered by thu 
Society of American Singers. On the jury were 
such recognized judges as Victor Herbert, David 
Bispham and Richard Hageman. This is Hartley's 
fifth opera, counting "The Atonement of Pan," 
written for the Bohemian Club and produced at 
its "grove," as an opera, which it practically in. 
The others are "Safie," produced abroad, "Ar.ora," 
produced last year in New York, and "Nancv 
Brown," a comic opera. He has composed pre- 
tentiously otherwise, however, and has won other 
competitive honors. 
His "Four Ke?i«mis 
M \v,is 


awarded both the New England Conservatory ami 
Paderewski prizes, and "The Culprit Fay" won 
the ?10QO prize of the National Association of 
Music Clubs. Since leaving San Francisco he han 
steadily gained distinction in the higher realms of 
music. HJg work Is doing much to correct the 
American obsession that we must go abroad for 
our harmony, both as to composition and perform- 
ers. However, "Bianca" has an Italian setting. 
It \s from a play that was produced in this coup- 


try some years ago by Mine. Duse, its English title 
being •'•The Mistress• of the Inn." Bianca is the 
misti-ess, whose favor gentlemen of quality strive 
for and quarrel over. "With swords drawn against 
each other they are vanquished by her faithful 
major domo with an ironing board, who thereby 
wins the baud of the artful mistress of the inn. 
The plot is said to afford unusual opportunity for 
"light hearted mellifluence." 


Influenza and Symphony 


It is not impossible that the prevailing epidemic 


has helped the San Francisco Musical Association 
out of au embarrassment. Contracts with the 
eighty musicians composing the symphony orches- 
tra have been cancelled, and the box sheet has 
been withdrawn. The prospects had been none 
too good at any time since preparation began 
for the series of concerts: There was a long 
delay in the preliminary announcements, which 
wns construed as hesitancy over inaugurating a 
season under the conditions that existed even be- 
fore the epidemic arrived. There was a feeling, 
which did not find expression but was well real- 
ized, that an amusement enterprise that required 
a bonus of eighty to a hundred thousand dollars 
just at this time was a 
J non-essential. 
This 


feeling was naturally intensified when the strain 
was felt so keenly over the Fourth Liberty loan. 
Then there were the agitations and discussions in 
other symphony centers over the nationality of 
much symphony music and many of those con- 
cerned in its production. These agitations took 
pronounced form in Boston, Chicago and Minne- 
apolis, and were generally discussed in music pub- 
lications. The situation in San Francisco was oc- 
casionally referred to, and it was realized that 
this city might become a storm center of discus- 
sion very readily, and was likely to become so as 
war irritations became more pronounced. But the 
Spanish influenza beat all the other considera- 
tions to it. 


Watchman of Rincon Hill 


The man who for several years laboriously 


guarded Kiucoii Hill and regularly drew pay from 
the city for it has been "provided for." This was 
necessary because when Supervisor McLeraa, at 
the beginning of the year, was making a survey of 
fixed charges, preparatory to taking up the duties 
of chairman of the finance committee, he was so 
indifferently impressed with the necessity of this 
employee that he cut the job out. The position 
of watchman for Rincon Hill" was created one 
time when the removal of the hill's remnants wag 
under discussion. There was a difference of opin- 
ion as to the best way to level it down, and the 
matter was referred to somebody to investigate. It 
seems that it was never taken up again, or at least 
never considered to a conclusion, but Ed Hooey 
kept up the "investigation" most faithfully, and it 
became such a joke that he' was dubbed "The 
Watchman of Eincou Hill." He has now been 
made an Assistant Light and Water Inspector. 
The supervisors were not unanimous in this action, 
however. Supervisor McLcran was against it, let- 
ting out the unpolitical fact that the clerk of the 
board had come .through with the information that 
,»there were already more than sufficient clerks; 
and' Supervisor Gallagher reminded his fellow- 
members that the Board is trying to induce the 
public to adopt a number of charter amendments, 
"in the face of doing such a thing as that." They 
did it, nevertheless, and the watchman of -Rincon

San Francisco'.-) hilarity is being promoted, at 


least to the extent that is seemly in view of the 
distemper thai is raging, by the amenities between 
the Mayor and a newspaper which is slightly 
inclined hydrophobiawi.se. The newspaper is agi- 
tating for a different kind of sewer flushing than 
is being done. It seems that fresh water is being 
used, and the paper wants salt water put through.

It 
is argued that in the present epidemic emergency 
sluicing the city out with salt water would be a 
gnod thing. It is contended per contra that the 
health officer, n noted expert from Boston—which 
would be Dr. Woods Hutchinson—and others say 
that salt water has no effect on the influenza 
germ. And there you are. 


Salt Water Controversy 


Whether it is a good thing or not, or whether 


the. exigencies require it, some people arc wonder- 
ing why there should be such an acrimonius refusal 
•(o turn on salt waler.* Flushing sewers or sluicing 
gutters i.s always in order. That it is being done 
w i t h fresh wiiicr is to be commended, and the 
proposition id iilsi! do it with salt water would 
.scent to bo irjisouiihlo. 
.'lust, at this lime there is 


not likoly to bo too much flushing. It i.s recalled 
in this coitiKvlion t h a t nt the time the salt water 
M-stem wns installed thorc was much said about 
defects in the reservoir. It was represented that 
it wouldn't hold water. Many charges were rung 
on defective construction. It is not remembered 
how ihe investigation over the discovery came out, 
or indeed whether it came out, but this contro- 
versy over n suggestion flint the ?5.000,000 salt 


water system be put to use'gives some currency to 
the charge that salt water is not turned on. fofthe 
reason that the conduits would not stand the 
strain. 
Amusements Hit Hard 


Except by the great fire theatrical business was 


never hit as hard as it has been and is by the epi- 
demic. The fire embargo was different from this. 
Presto, and everything was definitely gone, but 
everybody concerned knew where he was at. Now 
everything is intact, but nothing is going on except 
the rent and it cannot be approximated, even, when 
business will be resumed. This is not only per- 
plexing to managers, but to the army'of persons 
who in one capacity and another are employed in 
theaters. The movie business is hit hard also, 
though this is not a seat of filming industry. No 
other line of business has been hit as hard as 
amusements, though all have suffered except drug 
stores. The psychology of the crowd, however, is 
interesting. The cheerful acquiesence in the mask 
regulation is one of the striking things. Whether 
masking is accepted as being scientifically import- 
ant or no.t, all accept it as a duty. 
Swing Around the Circle 


Twenty-three years ago a young man walked 


into the Palace hotel and solicited a job. He was 
asked what he could do, and replied that he could 
do anything. That was the kind of help the Pal- 
ace wanted—and .still wants, for that matter— 
and the young man was taken on and given a 
very lowly task as a starter. He did it in such, a 
thorough manner, and evinced such intelligence in 
every task that ho was set to do, that his rise on 
the staff was rapid, and very soon he was installed 
as purchasing agent, and finally became assistant 
manager. His organizing ability having been rec- 
ognized in other places he was emploj'ed to take 
charge of the construction of the St. Francis. He 
went to Europe about the furnishings, and when 
it was opened became its first manager. From 
that important position he became the general 
manager of the Pacific Gas and Electric Company, 
and then the great cataclysm wiped everything 
out. In the rebuilding era he organized the Pacific 
Coast branch of the Thomas-Starrett Construction 
Company, which erected twenty-one of the big 
buildings in the heart of the city. He was made 
controller of the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition, and organized the various divisions of 
that vast and successful project. 
Then he wns 


put in charge of the Southern Pacific Company'^ 
hotel, restaurant and dining car service. He 
enjoys the distinction of being the first superin- 
tendent to make a dining-car service pay. There 
is a tradition that the first step in achieving this 
miracle was to insist upon a thinner peel from 
potatoes. This doubtless is figurative, to illus- 
trate his close watch on details. 'The person about 
whom all this is written is Arnold Pollok, who has 
just completed the circle by returning to the Pal ? 
ace as manager. And the journalistic craft is 
entitled to know that he began life as a news- 
paper reporter. 


The Divining Rod 


A recent Sunday issue contained an article on 


divining rods. The trend of it was that the claim 
that water underground may be located by the 
rod or switch is a delusion, though there is a con- 
cession to the considerable belief that there may 
be something in rhadomancy. This has served to 
bring out the fact that Judge H. R. Hurlbut, in 
the City Auditor's office, possesses the unusual 
power and has repeatedly/exercised it. Not only 
can he tell where water may be found, but how far 
beneath the surface, the width of the stream, the 
direction of the flow and the depth of the body. 
Ho lias many times proved such power, never 
having failed. Judge Hurlbut is not 
effusive

And'as one 
takes account of the feej of the passing crowd, 
supposing he is curious that way, he will discover 
a marked falling off from the sleekness that char- 
acterized the pedals in pre-mask times. The reason, 
as has been intimated, ia not at all plain.

Colonel Howland's Wounds 


The friends of Colonel Harry S. Howlaud 


haven't been able to obtain particulars as yet as 
to the seriousness of his wounds, or a full account 
of the circumstances under, which he was wounded. 
They know in a general way that it occurred in 
one of the advances on the Western front, and, 
they hope it is not serious. Howland has many 
friends in this city. He saw strenuous service in 
the Philippines, where he acquitted himself with 
much gallantry as a scout. He was retired as cap- 
tain in 1915 for disability at the age of 38. When 
the United States became an ally two years later 
he re-entered the service. His disability waa not 
serious, being fallen arches. He was made a col- 
onel, and it is no surprise to those who know him 
that he was on the firing line. That is where he 
would be if fighting wag going on. 
Amendment 'No. 37 


There is a well-organized opposition, to Amend- 


ment Is 
To. 37, which would reorganize schools. The 


amendment is based on the report of the Olaxtou 
survey, which was condemned by the local school 
authorities when it was found to inveigh against 
existing conditions. The Olaxton survey is a fed- 
eral inquiry, made thrdugh the Bureau of Educa-' 
tion. It -derives its name from United States 
Commissioner P. P. Claxton. Its investigations 
are not obligatory, being made upon request, but 
they would seem to be unbiased. 
Its report as 


to the schools of this city was made up from the 
conclusions of twelve educators of eminence from 
various sections of the country, thus doing away 
with the idea too often prevalent here that au 
action interfering with anybody's job is a frame- 
up. The Claxton report was to the effect that the 
San Francisco school system is archaic, cumber- 
some, obsolete and inefficient; that it is not on a 
par with school systems of other corresponding 
cities. The proposed amendment ia regarded as a 
step toward correcting conditions responsible for 
this state of affairs. However, the department i.\ 
working desperately against it, and a school 
department affords unmatched opportunity for 
propagandists. 


Eleventh-Hour Endorsement 


The eleventh-hour endorsement of Bell by Sen- 


ator Phelan has caused a flurry in the Federnl 
brigade. The brigadiers would not naturally flow 
along Bell lines, but they are very fluid-like in 
any direction that may please the senator. With 
two exceptions they were not enthusiastic over 
Heney, but took the hunch and stood in at the 
primaries. When the Democratic party was left 
without a candidate they were at sea for a time. 
Nothing was displayed in the way of a signal us 
to what should be their course, and some of th'em 
came out definitely witb statements to. the effect 
that they would not support Bell. It is probable 
they reasoned that the senator could not support 
a candidate who had been in such an attitude 
toward the President; and anyhow, as time went 
on they were justified in taking it for granted 
that he would not come out for the independent 
candidate after waiting ao long. It didn't seem 
a natural political procedure. What was their 
surprise then when he formally issued notice of 
endorsement less than a week before election! 
Most of them take it as n httnch as what to do, 
and those of them who have committed themselves 
are worried. 
The Late Senator Kearns 


But casual mention was made of the death of 


former Senator Thomas Kearns of Salt Lake, 
which occurred on the 18th ult. Senator Kearus 
was a frequent visitor here, and at one time owned 
a big stock ranch in Sonoma county. 
Senator 


Kearns was a mining man, and though his other 
activities and experiences took him into other and 
widely divergent fields, he retained hia bluff, 
hearty, mining-camp ways. He served four years 
in the United States Senate, and was the owner 
of the Salt Lake Tribune. He was heavily inter- 
ested at one time in the Salt Lake and Los Angeles 
Railroad. In his visits here he was always wel- 
comed by the Utah colony, and held levees In the 
court of the St. Francis, at which many a quip 
was passed with acquaintances and co-workers of 
other days. He was a large, hearty man, and his 
manner was bluff and cordial. 
, 


Supreme Court Decision 


Some creditors of the cify are taking satisfac- 


tion over an opinion just rendered by the Supreme 
Court. It had to do with the right of other city 
officials than the Board of Supervisors to con- 
tract for vehicles, machinery and supplies. The 
case immediately, in point was the purchase of 
buses for the extension of the city's carrying 
lines; but the principle involved supplies to the 


amount of §100,000, and some of which had been 
contracted for and delivered on' account of the 
Hetch Hetchy project but payment for which the 
auditor was restrained from sanctioning, a tax- 
payer having brought an injunction suit. In a 
previous suit Judge bourse rendered a decision In 
favor of the city; but in this suit Judge Orothera, 
in a lengthy decision, held that the Board of Su- 
pervisors was vested with sole authority In such 
matters. The Supreme Court, in a quite lengthy 
decision written by Justice Wilbur and concurred 
in by Chief Justice Angellotti and Justices Sloes, 
Richards, Melv'in and Lorigan, reverses Crothers, 
and holds that contracts for supplies may bo 
entered into by the Board of Works, if it follows 
the mode of procedure provided by ordinance 
governing sufb actions. 
t 


Singular Accounting 


A supervisor or somebody who went along on 


the recent tour of Inspection of the Hetch Hetchy 
project incautiously or inadvertently let out some 
news. It seems to have resulted from a desire to 
show what a great' proposition the project is 
already proving to be. The generating plant con- 
structed to furnish power for the general con- 
struction work on the project has been found more 
than equal to that requirement, and "juice" Ia 
being sold to a company which supplies commer- 
cial power -to the general public. This was tol'J 
with a flourish, but had an unexpected effect. If 
the. city is selling power money ought to bo coming 
in from the transaction. 'Those who conserve the 
city funds and check them up had not received 
any from this source, and the whole ; matter 
appears to have been a surprise to them. 
They 


began to ask questions about it, and as a result of 
the publicity information was 'conveyed to the city 
treasurer on Tuesday that the money would be 
turned into the treasury provided it was kept in 
escrow. 
The amount in the possession of some- 


body at that time was represented to be more than 
?'1000, which had been given as the approximate 
sum that had been realized from the sale of power 
and from other sources. The money has been 
retained pending the completion of proceedings to 
create a fund out of any receipts that came in on 
account-of the Hetch Hetchy project, and to be 
expended for Hetch Heichy purposes without 
going through the city treasury. But it had been 
discovered that a provision of the charter makes it 
a misdemeanor 'for a city official to retain in hia 
possession for more than twenty-four hours money 
belonging to the city. This expectation to create 
a privileged fund is believed to account. for with- 
holding this money from its legal destination, and 
the discovery of -the charter provision ia believed 
to-ffccount for the offer to turn it In. The string 
attachment is understood to be a device to seques- 
ter the fund until an ordinance to that end that 
will hold water shall have been passed, 


Canadian Band Coming 


In line with the objects of the tour of the 


French symphony orchestra is the proposed tour 
of the British Canadian War Veterans' Band. 
The allied nations have come to a realization of a 
fact that another nation11 had realized long ago — 
that music organizations arc potent for propa- 
ganda. There, is now being organized at Vancouver 
a band whose musicians have all seen service over 
there, most of whom have been wounded or gassed, 
and all of whom have been invalided home becanso 
of disabilities. They are to be under the direction 
of Major C. F. Ward. Major Ward was the band- 
master of the 121st Canadian Regiment, which 
has been in the fighting so much that hardly any 
of the, original members are now in its ranks. Thia 
band is scheduled to be here in December

over there and never came hack is referred to.

The Filipinos Tranquil

It will be remembered that one of the policies 


foreshadowed for the first Wilson administration 
was the "liberation" of the Philippines. Some of 
the campaigners dwelt on this subject most, elo- 
quently, and in a manner that arraigned the ad- 
ministrations that had taken' the Filipino in hand, 
established tranquility in the islands and started 
the natives on the way to a civilization that they 
had never known. A governor was appointed who 
proved 'himself to be in accord with these senti- 
ments and this purpose, and appeared desirous at 
first to perform as a "liberator." But of late we 
have heard nothing about the Filipino agitating 
for his independence, and very recent arrivals 
from the islands report a total subsidence of the 
sentiment. Probably the war has demonstrated 
that it Is good to be under the wing of a strong, 
progressive and humane, nation.

Too much attention cannot be ob- 
served by those desiring to escape thia 
| Uiscaso. to avoid mingling with the 
crowds in public. The out-of-door 
life has thus far afforded the great- 
est freedom from the present, epi- 
demic, whereas close 
housing 
has 


proved to be the most fruitful source 
of dissemination. Avoid the use of 
public facilities, such as telephones, 
drinking fountains, etc. 


Generally, most people will have 


had Influenza one or two days before 
they or their friends recognize the 
fact. 
The fever often reaches 100 


degrees or 101 degrees F. before tho 
patient feels the severity of the ache 
or pain that accompanies it. It is 
because of this lack of early quaran- 
tine that tho disease is so easily dis- 
seminated. A slight rise in tempera- 
ture Is 
often the 
first symptom, 


which may bo noted by some conges- 
tion of the eyes and a red flush on 
the face. Often there is a tinge of 
headache and a little Indisposition 
at meals. 


The trouble may start with a little 


cold, with gradual tightening In the 
cheat, or, as It has started in some 
cases, by some disturbance of urina- 
tion, such as going 
from 
five 
to 


twenty-four hours without voiding 
urine. Fulnesa In tho head and diz- 
ziness aro early symptoms. Sneezing 
and coughing- occur early in the dis- 
ease, and the ordinary symptoms of 
a bad cold during the time of epi- 
demic should be looked upon with 
suspicion as the possible beginning Of 
influenza. 


This early stage Is the most effect- 


ive time to cut short the progress of 
the disease, by radical treatment; in 
some cases this will prevent the hlgTi 
temperature and 
delayed 
recovery 


that are attendant on fully developed 
cases, 


ACHE BECOMES GENETLMX 
The symptoms of the disease, when 


well established, are backache, rest- 
lessness, tendency to move and shift 
the position because of aches 
and 


pains throughout the body, and tho 
discomfort arising from lying long in 
one 
position. 
Headache, 
either 


frontal or occipital, and sometimes 
involving both areas, usually occurs. 
This Is sensitiveness of the eyes to 
light, watering- of the eyes, congested 
eyeballs, some redness of the nose, a 
cough, and in some stages of the'dis- 
ease a retention of the urine. Ofton- 
liraes the patient will vomit bile with 
considerable 
relief. 
Prostration is 


very extreme and often times there is 
considerable 
nausea. 
with 
fever 


ranging from 101 negroes to 104 de- 
grees F. It is an 
exceptional 
case 


whore tho temperature runs up to 
104 Vj degrees or 105 degrees. 
All 


such cases are tho result of failure in 
proper elimination, and should . bo 
given very heroic eliminatlve treat- 
ment. Constipation rather than diar- 
rhea is met with In most cases. 


Frequent complications are; 
Ab- 


scess in the ears, sore mouth, bron- 
chial pneumonia, retention of the 
urine, and coma, and delirium de- 
veloping from uremlc poisoning. The 
pulse Is usually very rapid, especially 
In case of a high temperature. There 
is a general tendency throughout tho 
dlesase toward a chilly sensation, and 
an abhorrence of all cold. 
At any 


time during the progress of the dis- 
ease chilliness may develop and causa 
an immediate rise of temperature. 
The appetite Is fair, and the tendency 
Is to feed the patient too much. 


USE OF BATHS. 


In Influenza there Is a constant 


tendency toward Internal congestion 
and peripheral, or external, chilling. 
This should be studiously combatted 
by the early uso of hot leg baths, fo- 
mentations to cucst, or where the 
symptoms aro particularly thosa" of 
nausea and vomiting, fomentations 
to abdomen. Each treatment should 
bo followed hy a witch-hazel rub or 
a cool (not cold) sponge. Great care 
should be taken during the entire 
period o£ treatment that the patient 
be kept under the covers, the arms 
and breast carefully protected at all 
tlmcH. 
In cast there Is a very high 


temperature 
and 
suppression 
of 


urinu, full blanket packs, or full tub 
baths, with cold to tho head, prefer- 
ably by me.inB of an lce.-cnp, and in 
the more aovero cases, cold applied at 
the same limn to tho heart, will al- 
most alway.s bring down the lempera- 
Uiro from one to four degrees, and 
will relieve the pain.
